Blue Ribbon Day Sets Fine Average of $347 for 97 Head 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


kind of history and demonstrated strikingly the 

quickening interest and strengthening prices in our 
breed. Blue Ribbon Day on Monday presented a _ re- 
markable display of Holstein quality—about as fine a 
tine-up of type all the way through as we have ever seen 
in any day’s selling. There were few sensational rec- 
ords, but many prospects that will be heard from later, 
testimony to the careful, painstaking job of selection 
done by Messrs. Baird and Darcey. Without attempting 
to check back through the records, we think it likely 
that never before have we had a sale averaging as high 
as this in which the top price was only an even $1,000, 
and only one animal reaching that mark. It is significant 
in showing the fine tone of the whole sale that 21 head 
hit the $400 mark and above; 33 were above $300 and 
in the whole day’s selling only 11 lots (aside from baby 
calves, were under the $200 figure. Buyers were pres- 
ent from 13 states with a number of new names that are 
sure to become better known in the industry. The crowd 
at the peak well exceeded the seating capacity of the 
large Waukesha Sale pavilion, and interest was notice- 
ably keen. 

Top price of the sale, $1,000, was paid for the 18- 
months-old bull, Top Row, consigned by Lauxmont 
Farms and P. B. Misner, and purchased by U. S. Naval 
Academy Dairy, Gambrills, Md. This Wittig-bred bull 
was billed as the highest fat-bred bull ever offered, his 
three nearest dams showing an average test of about 
4.6%. The dam is now making a fine A R record at 
Lauxmont. The spirited bidding was proof of the interest 
breeders are taking in higher test. Della and Johanna 
Rag Apple Pabst breeding made up almost the whole 
pedigree. The Naval Academy Dairy, represented here 
by Commander Colbert and Herdsman Pierce, also took 
the second highest priced bull of the sale, Pabst Sir Paul 
Prilly Wayne at $700. A sensational individual, he is a 
double grandson of Carnation Sensation, from the 
Creator Wayne family at Pabst Farms. 

Another headliner that measured up to advance ex- 
pectations was the young Dunloggin Aim, son of Dun- 
loggin Elenora by Dunloggin Confident. A May calf, he 
was at a disadvantage as a show ring prospect, but is a 
grand calf. Ellwood & Nelson, DeKalb, IIll., were for- 
tunate to get him at $600. There were many contenders 
up to around this mark. 


Top female was the 6-year-old, Pietertje Ormsby 
Watson, consigned by F. H. Boyle, Peebles, Wis. This 
beautiful daughter of Pietertje Ormsby Rose Lad was 
purchased by F. W. Griswold, Hopkins, Minn., at $650, 
after a very keen bidding duel with G. A. Burdick, of 
Lauxmont. Mr. Griswold secured a remarkable group 
from this offering as the foundation for a herd that will 
be heard from further. His selections were made by 
Henry Bartel (formerly with Joy Bros.) who is to be in 
charge of the herd. Franslo Farm (Griswold) selections 
totalled 13 head for $5,400, and included such tops of 
the sale as the Ben Dibble prize winner, Canary Belle

Question: What procedure do you follow when cows develop Mastitis trouble? 
(Answers by members of the Advisory Committee) 


Fred M. Nichols, Osborndale: 
EDUCE grain ration very sharply and give from one 
R to two lbs. of Epsom Salts depending upon the size 

of the cow. Mix salts with plenty of warm water, 
at least a quart for each pound, and add a half pint of 
molasses and drench cow carefully. 

If a severe attack, strip the affected quarters at least 
once an hour and apply heat by dipping a heavy towel in 
hot water and holding this to the udder. Wring towel 
slightly if the cow cannot stand the heat. 

Always take care to dispose of the milk from the 
diseased udder in such a way that no other cow can 
come in contact with it. Liberal doses of Mastitis Bac- 
terin given in the blood stream or under the skin are 
sometimes of great help if given soon after the trouble 
starts. 

Mark H. Keeney, Overbrook Dairy: 

Some years ago, we had considerable contagious mas- 
titis in the herd. For some reason, it seems to have prac- 
tically disappeared and very seldom for the past several 
years have we had what could be termed chronic mas- 
titis. 

We know that contagious mastitis is a strepticocci 
infection. However, experience indicates that feed is a 
very considerable factor in the presence or absence of a 
condition in the cow’s udder favorable or unfavorable to 
the development of strepticocci. Perhaps, we may still 
have strepticocci in some udders. However, it does not 
develop into a mastitis condition except on very rare 
occasions. 

Normal milk is slightly acid in its chemical reaction. 
Mastitis milk usually has an alkaline reaction. Here I 
would ask a question, ‘“‘Is mastitis milk alkaline because 
of the presence of mastitis or does the strepticocci de- 
velop because of an abnormal condition of the milk 
fluid?’’ We are told by laboratory workers that mastitis 
strepticocci do not grow and multiply well in an acid 
media, whereas an alkaline media is favorable for these 
bugs. Further we are told that mastitis milk is low in 
sugar and high in salts as compared with normal milk. 
Again, we ask a question, ‘‘Why is the sugar low and 
the salt higher in mastitis milk? Recognizing that this 
is a rather involved discussion, we simply offer our own 
opinion that there is usually a predisposing condition in 
the cow’s udder favorable to the development of mas- 
titis. Our experience indicates that to a considerable 
extent this predisposing condition may be caused or pre- 
vented by the character of feed which the cow receives. 

Our feeding program does not offer relief for cows 
in which mastitis is already developed. We believe, 
however, that a considerable prevention is possible 
through the feeding of relatively low protein grain 
feeds, with variety in the source of proteins, and further, 
to the feeding of a natural mineral supplement. Our 
experience indicates that such a program carried on over 
a period of years may enable the dairymen to get prac- 
tical relief from much of the so-called mastitis losses. 
All this is offered as simply our own opinion based on 
our own experience and observation and probably has 
very little scientific confirmation. 

In direct answer to the question as stated, we use 
every sanitary precaution throughout the stables at all 
times and give our cows a good comfortable bed of straw. 
It might as well be said that our procedure is prevention. 
These latter precautions were practiced previous to the 
adoption of a feeding program as outlined. 

From William E. Reed, Winterthur: 

As mastitis is caused by an infection of several dif- 
ferent known organisms, we are now using the bacteria- 
phage treatment which is using a phage in serum form 
made from the parasite found with the particular or- 
ganism causing the infection. This is infallible, as far 
as I can see, provided the phage can be made to contact 
the organism, no easy problem considering the labyrinth 
of a good sized udder. 

The former time honored method in an acute case in our 
herd follows: If accompanied by swollen quarter or 
we gave an immediate % gr. tablet strychnine with the 
quarters and a high temperature (frequently 107-108) 
hypodermic needle—a half pound Glauber’s Salts, and 
set to work with a ten minute application of water as 


hot as possible alternating with a similar period of cold 
water. In between each application we stripped what 
could be obtained from the udder. At the end of an 
hour or two hours treatment we finished with a thor- 
ough massage, reaching for the inmost recesses of the 
udder as far as possible. At the finish we sop in a 
liberal amount of chloroform liniment. Repeated doses 
of this liniment tends to dry the cow up and does more 
harm than good. At frequent intervals we strip the 
udder massaging from the body down to the teat en- 
deavoring to break up any clotted milk and work the 
lumps through the teats. 

Of course the feed is lightened and the grain ration 
reduced, substituting a fitting ration for the usual dairy 
grain. 

In chronic cases where lumps occasionally appear in 
the teat cup with no accompanying temperature or 
swelling of the udder, a light grain ration as suggested 
above should be fed all the time. Such cows should be 
kept from extreme cold winds or rain, well bedded and 
clean. 

Ed. This is too big a question to be very brief. 
Should have a serial. 

The ‘“‘phage”’ treatment is done nowhere in the world 
with cattle save here in a few herds by our State Uni- 
versity. It has marvelous possibilities but is not avail- 
able elsewhere and still in the experimental stage here. 
From Clark Biddle, Wauseon, Ohio: 

Every precaution should be taken to prevent, but 
should a case develop we drop the grain ration and 
give a good dose of salts, one to two pounds, depending 
on the size of cow. We milk out several times a day and 
use hot applications on the udder, rub in a good udder 
ointment and massage thoroughly after each milking. 
We usually consult our veterinarian if any other rem- 
edies are used. 

From Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms: 

When a cow develops mastitis she is milked last by 
hand and the hands disinfected after milking. Our 
main treatment in hard, tender cases is bathing with hot 
water and milking every few hours. Have received 
some benefit in a few cases from her infected milk 
treated with a dye by our veterinarian and given her 
subcutaneously. Have had poor results from stock bac- 
terins or autogemous bacterins except in one case where 
the results were miraculous. Sulfanilamide is worth 
trying but does not always work. 

From Hugh Morrill, Quonquont Stock Farm: 

Put cow in well bedded isolated stall. Vaccinate 
immediately with mastitis vaccine. Give cow 1% Ibs. 
epsom salts in four quarts of water. Cut down grain to 
one-third. Milk out five or six times daily and wash 
hands after each milking. Keep cow out of drafts. 
From G. A. Burdick, Lauxmont Farms: 

There are so many forms and stages of mastitis that 
I would hardly know any particular rule or remedy that 
might fit every case. However, like many troubles, it 
is much easier to prevent them than to cure them. The 
old adage, ‘“‘An ounce of prevention is worth a pound 
of cure’’ is doubly true with this trouble or disease. 

My experience has taught me to believe that proper 
feeding, cleanliness and handling are the big governing 
factors in controlling mastitis. A high protein ration, 
or one with too much corn meal or any form of corn 
(or any heat producing feed) are more apt to bring in 
this trouble, as well as poor milkers (machine or hand), 
excitement, lack of sanitation—all these have their part 
to play in this trouble. 

I would say that segregation and reducing the grail 
ration, cutting out all corn and corn silage, adding 1axa- 
tive feed, milking often ,and in severe cases, bathing the 
udder with epsom salts water, hot, and applying a good 
counter-irritant, may be of help in many cases if taken 
in time. 

Many have had good results using serums and bac- 
teriums, but would advise consulting a good veteril- 
arian before their use. However, mastitis and abortion 
(not just a positive Bang’s test report), are probably 
our breeders’ biggest problems in the health of our 
herds today. And, I doubt if there is much that ca?

The Life Work of a Father, Son and Grandson at the Hamer Dairy Farm 


One of the outstanding herds of 
purebred Holsteins in the State of 
Iowa, and one of the oldest, belongs 
to Orville L. Hamer, president of the 
Iowa Holstein Breeders’ Association, 
and for thirty years one of the state’s 
leading dairymen. It was in 1909 
that Mr. Hamer became a breeder of 
purebred Holsteins, as the partner 
of his father, T. P. Hamer, who had 
moved his family west from Penn- 
sylvania seven years earlier and set- 
tled on a fertile, black soiled farm 
only a few blocks from the Waterloo, 
Iowa, city limit. From the time 
Hamer & Son purchased their first 
purebreds from the McKay Bros., 
who operated a well known herd at 
Buckingham, Iowa, until the present 
time, the Hamers have been breed- 
ing good cattle. 


In telling the story of the present 
Hamer herd it is necessary to go 
back to 1922 when the Hamers re- 
ceived their first real taste of na- 
tional recognition. Their old herd 
sire, Triumph Concordia De Kol, at 
that time had several outstanding 
daughters in production, and it was 
in 1922 that one of them, White 
Beauty Concordia, completed a year-

ly record of 1046.4 lbs. of fat. The 
female side of the present herd is 
quite largely descended from a ma- 
ternal sister to this grand cow, White 
Beauty Belle Mead by name, and her 
three A. R. daughters that made 
723, 835 and 903 lbs. of fat respect- 
ively. 

The Hamers went to Pabst Farms 
for a herd sire to follow the Con- 
cordia bull, and came home with 
Pabst Creator Blossom, a son of Cre- 
ator, Gold Medal son of Sir Piet, 
from Pabst Clover Blossom, 738-lb. 
fat daughter of King Pontiac Cham- 
pion, the Century son of King of the 
Pontiacs. It proved to be a wise 
choice, for Pabst Creator Blossom 
sired eight A. R. daughters with rec- 
ords from 680 to over 900 lbs. of fat, 
and consistant year-after-year pro- 
ducers under the usual farmer-style 
conditions in the management of the 
herd. 

The next sire used in the Hamer 
herd was a son of this bull out of 
one of the best cows in the herd, 
Pietertje Veronica Walker. His name 
was Pietertje Boy Creator, well 
known to Iowans as the winner of 
one of their Better Sire Contests,

and he did an outstanding job on 
the herd, raising production of 13 
daughters over their dams from 452 
to 609 lbs. of fat, and upping the 
milk production nearly 5000 ‘lbs. 
His A. R. daughters, 8 of them, 
range from 450.9 lbs. of fat, 305 
days, Class B, on two-year-old Ames 
Creator Betty, to 903.3 lbs. on the 
four-year-old Lady Belle Creator, a 
real brood cow and still a member 
of the Hamer herd. She is the high- 
est record daughter of the White 
Beauty brood cow, and in addition to 
this record has nine more in CTA 
that average 489.3 lbs. fat, and total 
something over 4400 lbs. Three 
other daughters of Pietertje Boy are 
still in the herd, all three high test- 
ers, all with several Class C CTA 
records from above 400 lbs. to over 
550 lbs. of fat. 


The heavy use of this sire on the 
small herd soon necessitated the pur- 
chase of another herd sire, and Mr. 
Hamer again went to Pabst Farms 
to buy a bull. The answer this time 
was found in a calf named Pabst 
Sir Colanthus Cornflower, a son of 
Pabst Perfection from Pabst Korn-

With the Dairy Show report on its way and a 
glorious Sunday family picnic down to the peninsula 
along the Skyline Drive as preparation—Baird Snodgrass 
and I set out Monday forenoon on a 5-day jaunt among 
California herds which will remain long in my memory. 
Baird, whose dad, J. W. Snodgrass, is a well known 
figure in Holstein circles, succeeded his father as Live 
Stock Editor of the Pacific Rural Press, and is doing a 
good job of it in a field of growing importance. If any- 
thing ever happens to that job, he can do all right by 
himself as a chauffeur. Bob Rasmussen is perhaps his 
only equal (in my acquaintance) for ‘broken field” run- 
ning in traffic (we’ll match Los Angeles against Chicago 
for traffic any day.) Out in the open spaces he covers 
the ground, in an almost legal manner, and the reactions 
of his ‘accélerator”’ foot are seemingly automatic when 
one of the white-sided traffic department cars is within 
hailing distance. He knows his California roads—and 
it was grand to have him as a guide and companion for 
the week. 

Sleepy Hollow 

First port of call was famed Sleepy Hollow Ranch at 
Petaluma—40 miles north over the Golden Gate Bridge. 
(Shall we omit the statistics—80,000 miles of wire in 
the cables, etc.) Max Herzog and Mrs. Max were ex- 
pecting us for lunch and that proved to be the tip-off 
on the whole trip—we either had to be fed or something 
or show good cause all along the line. We like Califor- 
nia hospitality. 

After 20 years or so, they have discontinued produc- 
tion of certified milk (some fancy ruling requiring pas- 
teurization within city limits) and are very happy in the 
open Grade A market with their great producing herd 
of 235 milkers. They have some Jerseys and Guernseys 
in addition to their Holstein herd. Renewed acquaintance 
with Sleepy Hollow Montvic Chieftain, their Mount Vic- 
toria bull. He has been doing a good job. His first 
four daughters average 619 lbs. fat—and he is smooth- 
ing up type as well as increasing production thus far. 
Hampered by lameness, artificial breeding will prolong 
his usefulness. 

One of the star cows of this herd was Miss Colantha 
Korndyke Maid 2d, who made over 1,000 lbs. fat in B. 
Three of her sons are now in service. They are Sleepy 
Hollow Concola, by their old Pansco bull; Sleepy Hollow 
Racola, by Chieftain, and Sleepy Hollow Supreme by 
King Triune Supreme Ormsby, the Freeman-bred Men- 
docino bull. These three bulls are going to make pos- 
sible some very interesting breeding combinations. They 
have eio™t -n A R test right now, the balance of the Hol- 
steins in He-d Test. Another good average is in pros- 


pect. Sleepy Holfew Colantha Walker (800-lb. fat 92- 
year-old) is promising 900 lbs. fat now at 5 years in 
Herd Test. The mai” herd is milked by machine (Uni- 
versals are used here); the A R test cows are taken care 
of by hand milking. They are farming 1,300 acres to 
take care of the herd food requirements. 
Hester Dairy 
Back through San Francisco (I almost said “Frisco” 
which is frowned upon in Northern California) down 
through industrial South San Francisco, where looms the 
great amphitheatre of Visitacion Valley, which may 
house a great Grand National Live Stock Show in later 
years, and on down the valley to San Jose. At the imma- 
culate and businesslike Hester Dairy in town, Tom Haag 
mapped out the route to the farm, where we found Mr. 
Haas, Sr., distributing a little fresh alfalfa hay to a 
grand trio of dry cows that occupied a special paddock. 
They looked well worthy of the special attention. I was, 
of course, especially interested in seeing Johanna Hester 
Prilly, the CTA champion 41,000-lb. cow. Weighing only 
1,100 lbs., a small cow, she is all business. In her pres- 
ent lactation, she is on A R test. She is not able to 
handle the feed quite as she did last year, but may hit 
1,000 lbs. fat if all goes well. We predict there will be 
at least one other 1,000-lb. fat cow out of the string of 
seven now running on Class A official test, under care 
of Johnny Miller. There are four more in milk in the 
pure bred herd, running in Herd Test, Class B, and, of 
course, more on the way. They have 27 registered fe- 
males, 17 of them purchased from Frank Hopkins; 
others from the Freeman herd and other Stanislaus 
County herds. Among the youngsters, we were interested 
to note the last son and last daughter sired by Triune 
Alexina Ormsby. The bull, a very toppy black youngster, 
is from Freeman’s great Belle cow, and he looks like he 
had the stuff. Martin Haas has made a great success of 
the dairy business, both production and marketing. From 
the selections he has made for his registered herd, it is 
very evident that he knows cows. You will hear more 
from this herd. 
Freeman Herd, Modesto 
This is one of California’s best known herds and the 
story has been oft told. Since our last visit in 1935, in 
fact during the present year, the senior herd sire, Triune 
Alexina Ormsby, has passed on; also the ‘“‘Julia” son that 
was selected to succeed him, and “old Julia,’’ the grand- 
ma of the herd. Present leading herd sire among sev- 
eral youngsters in service is King Julia Inka, whose 30 
dams average 864 lbs. fat with a 3.77 average test. He 
is closely bred from proven sires and dams in the Free- 
man herd, but is a big, strong fellow, almost a show bull, 
and Elza Freeman is counting strongly on him. Perhaps 
the star of the milking herd right now is Miss Triune 
Julia Duchess 2d, daughter of the 1,100 lb. champion 
4-year-old that John Bell purchased. She _ recently 
finished with 863 lbs. at 3 years and is getting ready to 
z0 again. They have some fine young things coming on. 
We were sorry to miss the junior partner, Rex, who is 
now actively associated with his father in the manage- 
ment of the herd, but he was away during our brief call. 
Kidd Farms, Modesto 
The three Kidd Brothers, neighbors of the Freemans, 
are building a splendid herd. They have 100 pure bred 
Holsteins, and at the present time are milking 70 cows, 
part grades. They made a 400 lb. CTA average last 
year on 89 cows, twice-a-day milking, which means 
plenty of production. Since starting the pure bred herd 
in 1932, they have stuck quite close to Triune Alexina 
Ormsby in their breeding program, having used two of 
his sons. Present senior sire is Sir Inka Triune Bell, 4 
bull of great quality, which was well reflected in his get 
at the National, which won fourth in the strong junior 
section. They are also using the Hopkins-bred bull, Los 
Robles Gerben Ormsby, who was third prize 3-year-old at 
the National. As a matter of fact, the Kidd Brothers 
are entitled to feel very proud of the winnings of their 
small exhibit at the National, showing a half dozen head 
and coming away with six ribbons. The brothers started 
without much capital, but by hard work they have built 
up a fine ranch of 250 acres and a herd that has made &

senting the animals in the ring. 

In the evening a very enjoyable banquet was held 
at the Avalon Hotel, where nearly 200 breeders and their 
wives regaled themselves on Femco Farms turkey; cream 
from champion Popular Pontiac Abbekerk, milk from 
Waterloo winner, Canary Belle Crescent Field (stand- 
ardized down from its normal 3.8 to 3.2% fat for table 
use); the wit and wisdom of Toastmaster Glen House- 
holder, the harmony of Anthony Olinger and the grace 
and beauty of a series of floor show dance numbers. It 
was a fine, speechless occasion with roll call and intro- 
duction of visiting notables, under Glen’s inimitable di- 
rection. 

Second Day-Waukesha 

On Tuesday at Waukesha, 99 head were sold for a 
total of $16,812.50, a general average of $169.82. Top 
price of the day was $350, which was closely approached 
several times. The buyers for top animals that were 
there the first day were also on hand the second day 
and bidding was active all the way through on the bet- 
ter animals. This sale included the dispersal of the well 
known Kissinger herd, and afforded many bargains in 
breeding cattle that were some distance from calving or 
along in years, or not quite in sale condition.

Association Business Booming 


HE business of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 

I America in the filing of registry and transfer appli- 

cations reflects the improving conditions and quick- 
ening interest in our breea. 

After trailing last year’s satisfactory business for a 
considerable period of 1939, registry applications since 
mid-year have shown rather phenomenal increases, due 
in part to the changes in fees which will take effect 
January 1 next. This has been gathering momentum in 
recent weeks. The 45th week (ending Nov. 11) which 
is the latest available at this writing was more than 
double the corresponding week of 1938, and brings the 
figures for the 45 weeks up to 78,795 registries which 
is a gain of 8.89% over the comparable 1938 figures. 

Transfers continued to lag a bit up until the fall 
months, but gained 34% for this 45th week, just enough 
to wipe out the red ink, and make the 1939 total to 
this date 39,031, compared with 39,001 in comparable 
1938. 

Memberships so far this year total 444, compared 
with 398 new members in the 1938 period, an increase 
of 11.55%. 

We think the Board of Directors and officers of the 
Association will have plenty of ground for satisfaction 
when they survey the year’s work at the annual winter 
meeting of the Board on December 4 and 5. This meet- 
ing will be held at Brattleboro in order to give all of 
the directors an opportunity to see the operation of the 
offices under consolidation. 


Register Now 

GAIN we wish to remind our readers of the change 
A in fees that go into effect on January 1, next. 

For both members and non-members there is no 
change in basic fees for calves. However, the basic 
minimum fee will apply only to calves UNDER 6 
MONTHS OF AGE at time of application. Penalty fees 
increase during each 6-months period thereafter, until 
the animal is 2 years old, after which the fee is $5 for 
members; $6 for non-members. The complete schedule 
is available from Secretary Norton and has been printed 
in the World a number of times. 

The thing we particularly want to impress on every 
breeder is the importance of checking over his calves 
and making sure that all which will be over 6 months of 
age on January 1 are registered before that date. It 
will save you money. You will be doing your neighbor 
breeders a favor also by calling this fact to their atten- 
tion. 

Many breeders are catching their registrations right 
up to date, as the new rules adopted last June give 
special advantages on calves registered before they are 
two months old. These include full refund of the fee 
paid at any time up until the animal is 3 years old, if 
a female, or 18 months if a male. This is worthwhile 2 
event of death of an animal, or undesirable development. 
We commend this to your attention.

T the recent meeting of the Advisory Council of the 
New York Holstein-Friesian Association, the recom 
mendation was made that the Misner plan be amend- 
ed to drop the requirement of National Association mem- 
bership for participation in the benefits of the plat. 
This change would mean that a non-member of the Na- 
tional Association, by joining an approved State Assocl- 
ation, could have his transfer fees reduced 50¢, from 
$2.50 to $2.00 each. This change, it will be remem 
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pered, was favored at the National Convention last June 
by the Pennsylvania delegation and perhaps others, but 
it was argued then that the National Association is just 
as interested in getting new members as the State Asso- 
ciations are and the requirement was accordingly left 
in the by-law, as adopted. 

Under the plan as adopted, it is necessary for a non- 
member to pay $25 for a National membership, in addi- 
tion to the fee for his state association membership in 
order to get the benefit of the reduced transfer fee. He 
would save $1 on each transfer by joining, but unless he 
does a fair amount of business, he is likely to let the 
whole matter wait. 

The requirement of a National membership undoubt- 
edly loses to the state organizations much of the special 
appeal anticipated when this plan was first discussed. It 
is desirable to promote national membership as much 
as possible, but it is not a good influence in this direc- 
tion to extend state association activity as widely as pos- 
sible among our breeders. We would like to see this 
matter discussed in the Round Table. 


Old Institution—New Name 


UE to the reorganizing and consolidation of the 
D several state departments in Wisconsin, the State 

Board of Control no longer exists, but is now a 
part of the State Department of Public Welfare. This 
involves no change in the operation of the Wisconsin 
State Institution herds and farms, which will continue 
under the direction of W. W. Kinyon as Farm Super- 
visor, as in the past. Wisconsin’s state-owned Holstein 
herds are so widely and favorably known, and have made 
such substantial contributions to breed progress under 
the Wisconsin State Board of Control name that it may 
seem a little strange at first while we are getting accus- 
tomed to the new signature. Our readers will be re- 
assured to know that it is the same old established insti- 
tution, even though the state department name has 
been changed.

to put them. The National grand champions 
both male and female—the Waterloo champions—the 
winning Get of Sire groups at both shows, and outside 
the realm of the shows, the famous champion producer, 
Femco Alma and her baby twins, etc., ete. 

For this issue, however, we have selected for recog- 
nition the very unusual picture from Treasure Island 
depicting the famous father and son combination which 
ran away with all the bull championships in our breed. 
These are Carnation Governor Imperial and his son, Car- 
nation Renown. The son was first prize junior yearling 
bull, junior and grand champion at the 1939 National 
Dairy Show. The father was first prize aged bull, senior 
and reserve grand champion. 

Only once before, away back in 1907, at the second 
National Dairy Show, has a junior bull won the National 
grand championship. That was the junior calf, Johanna 
Bonheur Sir Fayne, shown by David Munro, Spokane, 
Wash. 

Only once before have a father and son taken both 
the junior and senior championships in any one National 
Dairy Show. This was done in 1919 by Iowana Sir Ollie 
and his son, Walcowis Ollie Netherland. 

This, however, is the only time either event has 
occurred where the animals were bred by exhibitor. So 
Carnation Milk Farms have earned a very great distinc- 
tion, and in according them the cover position of this 
Thanksgiving issue, we extend our congratulations. 


Peter Olai Holland 


HE Northwest lost one of its most distinguished and 

valuable sons in the passing of P. O. Holland on No- 

vember 15. He was 61 years of age, and death 
occurred in Fairview Hospital, Minneapolis, from compli- 
cations associated with heart trouble. 

Mr. Holland was an important figure in educational, 
religious and financial circles in the Northwest. To him 
more than any other individual goes credit for the 
srowth and development of St. Olaf College at North- 
field, Minn., with which he was connected almost con- 
tinuously since his graduation here in 1904. Born in 
Norway, J ly 28, 1878, he came to this country in 1893 
a8 a poor immigrant boy, taking work on the farm of an 
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uncle in Iowa. Eager for a college education, he enrolled 
at St. Olaf and after graduation joined the teaching staff. 
In 1907, he was made business manager and treasurer, 
and his genius for finance and organization has placed 
his school among the front rank of mid-west colleges. He 
relinquished his duties of business manager to Arthur 
O. Lee in 1925, devoting his efforts more largely to the 
financial management of the extensive properties of the 
college. He was one of the founders and a director of 
the Lutheran Brotherhood Life Insurance Company, and 
was a zealous worker in the Lutheran Church, serving as 
chairman of the Board of Trustees of the Norwegian 
Lutheran Church of America. 

His many-sided life has brought him into close con- 
tact with many fields. He has served as a member of the 
Minnesota Live Stock Sanitary Board, and has long been 
a director of the Minnesota Holstein-Friesian Association, 
and was vice president at the time of his death. He 
has been one of Minnesota’s delegates to the annual con- 
ventions on a number of occasions. At St. Olaf he was 
for many years manager of their farm and dairy herd 
and it was under his direction that the foundation for 
their fine pure bred Holstein herd was laid. 

With all his duties and responsibilities, he has never 
been too busy to give his talents to local civic matters, 
and has served as Mayor of Northfield and many years 
on the city council. He was an active member of the 
Republican State Central Committee and a member of 
the State Executive Committee. Perhaps the ideal which 
has been the guiding star of his life and work may best 
be summed up by quoting his own words of advice to a 
young man just starting out in life: “Put the best that 
is in you into whatever you undertake.” 

Mr. Holland is survived by his widow, his helpmate 


since their marriage in 1906; also four sisters and a 
brother. 





Animal Breeding 

Third Edition 
By Laurence M. Winters 

Professor Winters’ well known work on breeding 
livestock has recently been revised to incorporate the 
late developments in the “art.” As he states in the 
preface to the new edition, the objectives of the book 
have changed with the different editions. The first was 
prepared especially for the more progressive farmers and 
breeders. In the second, an attempt was made to re- 
view the more pertinent literature on the subject. The 
chief objective of the new book is to present the more 
modern philosophy of animal breeding, drawing heavily 
on the original work of the experiment stations and ex- 
periences of private breeders during the past few years. 

One of the best chapters in the book is a timely and 
thorough discussion of artificial insemination, pro and 
con, with a detailed account of the preferred methods 
of practice. The chapters dealing with genetics bring 
the book up to date on current concepts regarding 
heredity, percentage of blood and prepotency, and there 
is a fine discussion of inbreeding, grading and cross 
breeding. —

most of his life in other herds and 
was just getting started in the Belle 
Crest herd where he leaves a fine lot 
of young offspring. His first tested 
daughters have Herd Test records 
up to 730 lbs. fat in heifer form. 
Turning to the good news, we 
report the recent sale of a son of 
the Kent bull to Roy W. Wood, Pitts- 
ford, Vermont, whose new herd sire 
will be Belle Crest Ormsby Boast, a 
full brother to the bull recently sold 
to Robert M. Montgomery of Ohio. 
This Kent calf is out of Belle Crest 
Ormsby Grace, an Ormsby Sensation 
36th daughter that made a_ long 
string of Class C records from 527 
to 672 lbs. fat and getting a chance 
in Class B cracked out 836 Ibs. fat 
from 21,948 lbs. milk. She has 
tested from 3.8 to over 4% each 
year so far. The second dam is what 
Mr. Hunsberger calls his greatest 
brood cow, old Airclift Aaggie Segis, 
who made four CTA records above 
500 lbs. fat and followed these with

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five HIR records in Class C that 
average 546 lbs. fat with 3.8% test. 
Her five HIR daughters include two 
with better than 836 lbs. fat each. 


The Belle Crest herd average for 
the year ending this past fall is an- 
nounced as 13,137 lbs. milk, 3.8%, 
505.4 lbs. fat on 19 head, 8 tested 
in B and 11 in C. This compares 
quite well with their last year’s 
average of 13,221 lbs. milk, 3.8%, 
507.5 lbs. fat on 18 head in B and C. 
Previous to that this herd had five 
years in straight Class C of HIR, 
giving them a seven-year average of 
about 12,076 lbs. milk, 3.8%, 453.4 
lbs. fat, to make Belle Crest one of 
the top seven-year herds in Herd 
Test. 


Mr. Hunsberger'__ reports that 
seven daughters of Admiral Beech- 
wood Ormsby Fobes have now 
finished their first lactations, with 
records ranging from 414 to 533 
Ibs. fat as two-year-olds and three 
of the seven testing 4% or better for 
the year. The seven records as 
given average 475.14 lbs. fat from 
12,849 lbs. milk, with 3.7% test. 


“MILK MADE THE DIFFERENCE” 

One of the interesting features of 
the National Dairy Show as well as 
at the Waterloo Dairy Cattle Con- 
gress was the demonstration staged 
by two 4-H lads from Bremer Coun- 
ty, Iowa, where an experiment in 
feeding white rats has been con- 
ducted the past year by the 4-H 
clubs, under the leadership of 
County Agent D. D. Offringa. For 
this demonstration, two pens of 
rats were used. When the experi- 
ment started in June 1939, the rats 
in each pen averaged 62 grams in 
weight. One pen was fed all the 
oatmeal and water they would eat 
and by National time this pen aver- 
aged 140 grams. The other pen, fed 
oatmeal and water, together with all 
the milk they wished, weighed 302 
grams, or considerably more than 
twice as much as the rats who re- 
ceived no milk. Besides being over 
twice as large, the milk fed rats 
appear much stronger framed, were 
healthier and more alert and even 
have better dispositions than those 
who had a milkless diet. 

Our readers will be interested to 
know that it was Holstein Milk that 
was used in this experiment. The 
two boys, Ralph Juhl and Arland 
Thieking, who conducting the dem- 
onstration, are both working with 
Holstein projects in their 4-H club. 
Ralph last year won the gold watch 
awarded annually to the Holstein 
club member making the best record 
in his county and Arland this year 
was reserve champion Holstein show- 
man at Waterloo. Their demonstra- 
tion at Waterloo made such a hit that 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America, in cooperation with the 
Iowa State and Bremer County Hol- 
stein Association, the Bremer County 
Farm Bureau and the Bremer Coun- 
ty Bankers Association, sent the 
boys and their rats to Treasure Is- 
land. The demonstration was wit- 
nessed by thousands of people, was 
shot for the movies and was broad- 
cast by NBC during the Farm and 
Home Hour, besides receiving a 
great deal of newspaper publicity, 
not only in the farm and dairy press 








but in city papers and country week- 
lies as well. This simpie but strik- 
ing experiment, so ably demonstrated 
by these two fine Holstein boys, gives 
a real boost to milk in general and 
to Holstein Milk in particular.

CHANDLER BUILDING OWN 
HERD 

J. E. Chandler, who was for seven- 
teen years manager of Mount Vic- 
toria Farms, resigning a few years 
ago to take an important executive 
position with the Sun Life Assur- 
ance Company, writes that he is 
establishing a small but select Hol- 
stein herd of his own at Meado- 
wood, which was one of the units of 
Mount Victoria Farms. The accom- 
panying picture shows Mr. and Mrs. 
Chandler with one of their favorite 
dogs in front of their newly remod- 
eled home at Meadowood. 

It will be remembered that Mr. 
Chandler was in full charge of breed- 
ing operations at Mount Victoria at 
the time when Johanna Rag Apple 
Pabst was purchased for $15,000 and 
for many years thereafter he worked 
closely with the owner, Mr. T. B. 
Macaulay, in developing one of the 
greatest high test families of the 
country. It has recently been an- 
nounced that the 48 daughters of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst have made 
82 records averaging 15,223 Ibs. 
milk, 606 lbs. fat, which would be 
an average test for the lot of 3.98%, 
which is about as close to 4% as you 
can get and still miss. Many of his 
sons, too, are consistent transmit- 
ters of 4% test as are his grandsons 
and great grandsons. His blood has 
been intensely concentrated in the 
Mount Victoria herd until it appears 
to have built up a potency for 4% 
test and beautiful udders. Natur- 
ally Mr. Chandler in laying the 
foundation for his own herd will 
specialize in these same blood lines.

be done for a real bad mastitis cow, that is too far gone, 
except sending her to the butcher. 


From M. M. Campbell, Maytag Dairy Farms: 

We have had little or no mastitis trouble in our 
herd but believe much the same procedure can be fol- 
jJowed as with congested udders at calving. Frequent 
milkings and frequent bathings with either hot or cold 
water and light feedings should help. Special care 
should be taken to treat these cows last and not go 
from a mastitis cow to one free from that. The attend- 
ants should wash their hands and the cow’s udder with 
a chlorine solution before and after treatment and the 
milk from such an udder should be disposed of where 
it will not contaminate the stalls and places where other 
cows are kept. There may be other and better methods 
for mastitis treatment. i 
From Ken Monson, Hawthorn Farms: 

There are so many different forms of mastitis that 
it is almost impossible for anyone to recommend a treat- 
ment that will meet all the different forms of mastitis. 
The best and only cure for what I call acute mastitis is 
continuous applications of hot water and continuous 
milking for a period of 8 to 12 hours; all high protein 
feed must be kept from them and only cooling feeds 
(bran, ground oats or sliced mangels) fed. 

From R. E. Everly, Carnation Milk Farms: 

The first thing of course is to find the seat of inves- 
tion, use plenty of disinfectant, and I believe that the 
best treatment possible, outside of cleanliness and sani- 
tation in this connection, is to strip out the infected 
quarter as often as possible. We do not have much 
mastitis trouble at Carnation Farm, probably because we 
milk the bulk of our herd three and four times per day. 
Once in a while we do get a hard quarter, more from 
the result of over-feeding than any other cause. Mastitis 
of a “Strep’’ nature—get a good veterinarian! 

From V. 8S. Culver, The Borden Company: 

First step is to isolate cow at once, either completely 

from the herd or at least on the end of milking string. 


Remove and destroy all bedding, where infected cow 
stood and thoroughly disinfect stall, partitions and so 
forth before permitting any other cow to occupy stall. 


Reduce the grain ration and feed bran and laxative 
feed. 

Milk frequently (every two hours if possible). 

Hot towel in epsom salt solution helps reduce swollen 
quarters. 

Neoprotonasil (sulphanilamide and azomine) given 
in % oz. capsule every 6 hours have corrected many 
acute cases of mastitis. 

To clean up and maintain a clean herd one must 
isolate all infected animals. To detect these animals 
the best procedure is the use of the strip cup at each 
milking, frequent and regular examinations of each 
quarter with the Brom-thymol test and laboratory plate 
counts for strepticocci infection, at least monthly. 

Raising one’s own replacements materially helps in 
keeping down infection.

fine record to date. Milton Kidd,. who was a delegate 
from California at the last convention, is chairman of 
the Modesto Irrigation District, which is considered one 
of the best run in the state. The boys were very busy 
filling silo, so we cut our call a little short. 
Los Robles 

Another Modesto herd that is going places is that 
of Frank Hopkins. Mr. and Mrs. Hopkins have been 
breeding Holsteins since 1928. The real foundation of 
the herd is King Pietertje Lyons Ormsby, a grandson of 
Sir P. O. M. 37th. He has had a wide influence, and 
you find good ones cropping up among his daughters 
and granddaughters in quite a number of California 
herds that have secured breeding stock here. The Haas 
herd is only one notable example. On this very produc- 
tive ranch of 50 acres, they keep a herd now numbering 
about 45 head (since the sale of 17 head to Mr. Haas.) 
The herd last year made a CTA average of 461 lbs. in 
305 days, on 36 cows (two-time milking) which is 
recommendation enough. They look the part. Present 
herd sire is Carnation Peerless Segis, son of Carnation 
Peerless from one of the 1,100 lb. Houwtje sisters. They 
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now have ten of his daughters, the oldest yearlings, and 
they look very promising. In the Chris Rasmussen herd 
where he was partially proved before Frank Hopkins 
brought him, his first daughter has finished with about 
500 lbs. fat. This happily proved to be a luncheon date. 
I suspect Baird of a little advance arranging as such 
meals as that do not just happen while a couple of guys 
are looking over the heifers. At any rate, I do not con- 
demn him. The pleasingly uncomfortable feeling around 
the waistline proved only temporary and the day was 
warm enough so that I didn’t need to keep my vest but- 
toned anyway. Very nice people, these Hopkinses. 
Decker Bros., Turlock 

Walter Decker showed us through this model Hol- 
stein establishment. Farming 120 acres, they were soon 
to take their sixth cutting of alfalfa, which would bring 
the season’s total to 15 tons per acre. The 25-ton corn 
crop was soon to be harvested for the silo, this crop suc- 
ceeding an earlier bumper crop of small grain. Such 
farm production is a real foundation for successful dairy- 
ing, and the Holsteins really go to town on it. The herd 
is among the tops in quality and productivity. Old Man- 
O-War 59th is still in active service and they have 30 of 
his daughters in this herd of 60 milkers, that are doing 
real business. Their former herd sire, Duke Pietertje 
Korndyke Ormsby 15th, has likewise left a lot of very 
good offspring. They have also had a son of Ivar Young- 
quist’s great old cow, Vernway Piebe Ideal, that attrac- 
ted so much comment at the time of the 1935 Seattle 
Convention. 


Right now, in addition to ‘59th’? they are counting 
heavily on Kanowa Sir Segis, an inbred bull from one of 
their greatest cow families. His dam, Kanowa Segis 
Ormsby Duchess, now promising 800 lbs. fat, on 2-time 
milking, is a daughter of Old Duke, out of Queen Segis 
Pontiac Prilly Ormsby, foundation cow now making 700 
Ibs. as a 12-year-old. They also have in service a ma- 
ternal brother of this bull sired by ‘‘59th.” It’s a grand 
family and the program is well thought out. Their 
milk goes into the San Francisco Grade A market. 

Perhaps the grain ration used in this very success- 
ful dairy herd would be of interest. They use a ration 
figuring about 18% crude protein, with corn silage and 
alfalfa hay. The mixture for 1,800 lbs., consists of 


400 lbs. linseed oil meal 
300 lbs. crushed barley 
300 lbs. bran 

300 lbs. beet pulp 

400 lbs. linseed oil meal 
100 lbs. soy bean meal 
100 lbs. Manamar 


At certain seasons, they vary this with a proportion 
of dried grape pumice. The herd appears in excellent 
physical condition. 

Clark Herd 

After a restful sleep at Visalia, in spite of Halloween 
revelry on the streets, we started the next day with a 
call at the famous herd of Mrs. G. U. Clark & Sons, Han- 
ford. Wesley and Wallace Clark were very busy with 
silo filling preparation, but cheerfully took time out for 
a quick once-over. Readers will recall that this herd has 
a 19-year average in CTA of 439.3 lbs. fat, 13,085 Ibs. 
milk for an average of 63 cows. The last seven years 
average 14,866 lbs. milk, 507.4 Ibs. fat on 84 cows, and 
last year they hit an average of 15,603 Ibs. milk, 539.1 
lbs. fat for 92 head of which 63 were first calf heifers. 
The current test year is slightly ahead of last year for 
the first six months. Remember this is straight twice- 
a-day milking, with machine milking (DeLaval). They 
have individual records up to 915 lbs. fat; 2-year-olds 
up to 647 lbs. fat—-and life-time individual records up 
to 195,323 lbs. milk, 6,442 lbs. fat. It was almost 
breath-taking to go through this milking herd in the 
spacious paddock and have about every other cow 
pointed out as a 700-lb. fat producer, or a 500 or 600-Ib. 
2-year-old. The females in this herd are entirely home- 
bred, their breeding coming from the old Bridgeford and 
Gibson lines, particularly King Segis Alcartra Prilly and 
the Winnie Cornucopias—a combination which cropped 
out sensationally in the Hester cow. 


As an outcross sire they purchased a few years ag0 
King Bessie 86th, son of King Bessie himself out of the 
full sister of Triune Alexina Ormsby, and we were @&S- 
pecially interested to see how it was working out. Here

is the story in a nut shell—his first six 2-year-old daugh- 
ters average 551 lbs. fat at 2 years, actually showing 
improvement on the good dams with which he was bred. 
His first daughter to freshen with second calf has 315 
lbs. fat in her first 105 days, which is quite a start for 
2-time milking. They are apparently holding the good 
working udders found throughout this herd and are per- 
haps smoothing up the type a bit. The Clark boys think 
enough of him so that they are retaining three sons for 
proving. The White Prince bull, of their own breeding, 
has an average of 493 Ibs. for his first 19 daughters, and 
his da ghters include some of the finest young cows in 
the herd. 


They are farming 1,200 acres and make more use of 
They use a low- 
protein ration, 12 to 14% in summer, 16% in winter. 
Barley makes up the base of the ration, which is varied 
according to the market. At present their mixture con- 
sists of the following:

For silage they use Hastings Special Honey Sorghum, 
which produces greater tonnage than corn under their 
conditions. They grow some cotton as a cash crop. The 
heifers rough it until close to freshening time, and they 
breed them to calve at 26 to 30 months. Naturally, they 
have a great local market for their bull calves. 

Disappointment 

In returning to Visalia from the Clark herd, we 
passed near the famous Taylaker herd of Mr. and Mrs. 
J. W. Taylor, leading herd of the county last year in 
CTA, but a previous appointment made it impossible for 
us to stop in, greatly to our disappointment. Perhaps 
it would have changed history somewhat if we had called, 
as during that morning. Mr. Taylor was seriously injured 
by the gentle herd sire. At last report from the hos- 
pital, he was doing nicely and expected to be out around 
soon. 

Sequoia Stock Farm 

This interesting establishment, owned by F. S. Borror 
& Sons, is located at Springville, in the foothills of the 
Sierras, their 1,428-acre ranch cornering on the Sequoia 
National Park. They have a combination of spring and 
ditch irrigation, and grow grass exclusively, finding it 
more economical to purchase all other feeds used. Ex- 
cellent production is found here, the CTA average last 
year for 77 cows being 434.7 lbs. fat on straight 2-time 
work. Senior herd sire is King Segis Quality De Kol, 
10 years old and a grand individual. He is a son of 
Dutchland Bess Quality, the Dutchland-bred sire that 
has done such a good job in California. They have 
from 25 to 30 daughters of this bull of milking age. His 
first 10 pairs give him an index of 697 Ibs. (2-time, 365- 
day basis), the daughters averaging 168 lbs. fat better 
than their dams. They have another bunch of records 
ready to send in for analysis which may raise this fine 
index. Junior herd sire is Colony Vale Sir Heilo 2d, 4 
very choice individual son of Colony Farms old Heilo 
bull. His first calves look like the real thing. 

Rocky Hill 

The home of the 1939 National Grand Champion fe- 
male proved to be one of the most interesting stops of 
the week. Rocky Hill Dewdrop Burke in her home sur-

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at Treasure Island. The thing I was most interested in 
seeing was the daughters of Montvic Bonheur Abbekerk. 
I have always admired his dam, Montvic Rag Apple Co- 
jJantha Abbekerk, as one of the greatest daughters of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst, and gave J. W. Snodgrass 
some moral support when he bought this son of Path- 
finder for Rocky Hill at one of the Waukesha Sales. 
They have about two dozen daughters now, the oldest 
approaching breeding age. Their character, udder in- 
dications and general finish make them stand out as 
about the most promising group of youngsters I saw in 
California. Time will bring the real answer, of course. 
They were unfortunate in losing Carnation Contender, a 
son of Governor of Carnation, whose daughters were 
justifying great confidence. In active service now in 
addition to Montvic are a proved son of Carl Henry’s 
great ‘Valentine’ cow and one or two younger bulls. 
‘There is no herd in the state which is giving more criti- 
cal and careful study to their breeding program and I 
am certain that they will go a long ways in the industry. 
They are doing A R testing right along in Class B, and 
have a number above 900 lbs. fat. Although they have 
a fine local demand for bull calves, those from dams 
with records under 600 lbs. fat die of “hammeritis” as 
Supt. Howard Smith expressed it. Such close culling will 
build a future reputation and that is what the Pogues, 
father and son, keep constantly in mind. The afternoon 
here was a real joy, including brief inspection of the 
very fine group of American Saddle Horses, which, how- 
ever, they are discontinuing as a breeding activity of the 
farm. 

Rocky Hill is located in the heart of a diversified fruit 
belt, and the Pogues are large factors in the fruit indus- 
try. Jim Pogue, who is now active head of the business, 
took me through their packing plant which has a 
capacity for 500 cars. They were busy with their grape 
crop—the famed Emperors—and were soon to tackle the 
oranges. Very interesting to an easterner was the ex- 
Planation of the procedure, starting with the washing, 
drying, disinfecting, coloring, waxing, polishing and 
grading up through to the packing process—with the 
selected tops ending up on our tables under the Sunkist 
tabel. They have 1,600 acres in fruit—1,484 in dairy 
ranch, with a modern dairy plant from which their herd 
product is retailed in Exeter and other nearby towns. 
With all his other activities, Jim Pogue finds time to 
serve the Holstein industry as Secretary of the Califor- 
nia Holstein-Friesian Association, making a great team 
‘with President Max Herzog of Sleepy Hollow. ‘The 
Governor,” Jim’s father, now retired from _ active 
business, is getting great fun out of the Holsteins 
and knows the individuals as well as anybody in the or- 
ganization. In the evening, we enjoyed California hos- 
pitality at its best, with local breeders Arch Medelin and 
“‘Bucky”’’ Duran joining to partage of a Mexican dinner 
with suitable trimmings, which will linger long in mem- 
ory. 

Adohr 


Biggest dairy herd in California is famed Adohr Stock 
Farm at Tarzana, suburban Los Angeles. They are milk- 
ing over 2,000 cows, partly grades, and have both Hol- 
steins and Guernseys, (including the Grand Champion 
at the recent National.) The pure bred Holstein section 
mumbers about 220, and their Holstein baby milk is a

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constantly increasing item of their immense certified 
milk business. Here Marathon Bess Burke spent his last 
days and left many great daughters of which a few are 
still in the herd. Three of his sons stand in service, 
along with Echoland Sir Bess breeding which has been 
proven here to nick very satisfactorily. They certainly 
do things on a big scale here. One shed housed 120 tons 
of baled alfalfa, which we were told was a 60-day supply. 
The maternity barn has stalls for 32 cows and the milk- 
ing barn accommodates 208 cows per shift. The cows 
are housed in paddocks the year round, although they 
maintain separate units for heifers and dry stuff, away 
where land values are not so high, and have an up-state 
ranch of 3,000 acres where they grow their hay. The 
immaculate appearance of the whole place is a wonderful 
tribute to the ability of Cliff and Art Knight who are 
in active charge of the herd operations. Art was our 
guide for the necessarily hasty inspection, and we were 
sorry to miss Manager Cliff and General Superintendent 
Rosenberger, who were away for the afternoon. 


Pellissier 

Concluding our California herd visits was an all too 
brief stop at the Pellissier Ranch, just out of L. A. at 
Whittier. Silo filling was in full swing, but we finally 
located Frank Pellissier, and enjoyed giving the animals 
the once-over. The show string arrived back from Treas- 
use Island while we were there. Ail home-bred, they re- 
turned a creditable account of themselves in national 
competition, and will reflect the progress this good herd 
is making. Pansco Sacramento, state fair champion and 
All-American nominee on a number of occasions, is still 
the daddy of the herd. He is by Stenzel Sir Ormsby Fair- 
mont, and out of an 840-lb. Class B grand champion 
dam. His son, Pansco Blue Posch, is helping to carry 
the load. He is a son of perhaps the best known cow in 
this herd, Pansco Brudorin Aaggie Mead, former state 
champion with 907.1 lbs. fat in B. She has three Class 
B records averaging 819.4 lbs. with nearly a 3.9% test, 
and has two daughters with 650 and 717 lbs. both show- 
ing an average test of 4.3%. The old cow died in Sep- 
tember at nearly 16 years of age. Her youngest son, 
Pansco El Toro, was a money calf at the National. She 
also has left three daughters in the herd; two daughters 
have died and three earlier sons were sold for a total of 
$1,450. Recently brought back for use in the herd is 
Pansco Sequoia Adventurer, a grandson of the old Bru- 
dorin cow. The Pellissiers are large factors in the re- 
tail milk business in Los Angeles, and are soon putting 
on the market a straight Holstein milk, under the breed 
name, for which they expect a fine reception.

This completed our Holstein calls. Baird has a little 
pressing business to attend to in the late evening in Los 
Angeles, and bright and early Friday morning we set sail 
in the V-8 for San Francisco, a non-stop run of about 
450 miles. There were many other fine California herds 
that had to be omitted from the itinerary for lack of 
time, and which we hope to see on some later occasion. 
The Holstein industry in California seems to be on the 
up-and-up, and the universal opinion was expressed that 
the coming of the National Dairy Show to Treasure 
Island would prove a great factor for increased Holstein 
activity not only in California but throughout the whole 
western territory.

Holstein Activities At Amherst 


By ALLEN N. CRISSEY 


One of the top flight state college 
Holstein herds of the country is the 
one at Massachusetts State College 
at Amherst. Under the watchful 
eye of Prof. Victor A. Rice, head of 
the Department of Animal and Dairy 
Husbandry, this herd has been built 
on sound principles of constructive 
breeding. In this work Prof. Rice 
enjoys ‘‘close harmony” with Man- 
ager of the Farm Department, Clar- 
ence Parsons, and Herdsman Tom 
Muir, a real cow man, looks after the 
care and feeding. 


Last summer, the day before the 
State College was host to the New 
England Association at their Annual 
Holstein Field Day, the herd was 
officially classified by T. E. Elder 
and it is noteworthy that of the 21 
animals eligible for classification, 
including the herd sires, all but three 
animals came within the top three 
brackets, with two rated Excellent, 
five Very Good, nine Good Plus and 
the remaining three Good, with none 
as low as either Fair or Poor. 


The senior sire, Dad Ormsby 


Jupiter, classified Very Good and as 
thirteeen of the nineteen females 
classified were his daughters, the 
college authorities have a pretty 
good line on the type he is siring. 
Now nine years old and still strong 
and active, this Winterthur-bred bull

is credited with an index in H. I. R. 
of 24,126 lbs. milk, 807 lbs. fat in 
Class B, which puts him well up 
among the leaders. 

The pedigree of this great sire 
is the kind Prof. Rice likes to talk 
about. His sire, Jemima Riverside 
Boast Ormsby Dad, is a Gold Medal 
Sire with an 8,860-lb. index on 28 
pairs, and the paternal grandsire, 
Winterthur Bess Ormsby Boast, also 
Gold Medal, has a 904-lb. index also 
on 28 pairs. The dam of Dad Orms- 
by Jupiter has 841.9 lbs. fat from 
24,238 lbs. milk and is a daughter 
of King of the Ormsbys, Gold Medal, 
whose index on 82 pairs is 784 lbs. 
fat. The sire’s dam has 944 lbs. 
fat with better than 4% test. 

Daughters of this sire are being 
mated with another Winterthur-bred 
bull, Winterthur Great Dad Ormsby 
Quinx, who classified Good Plus. 
His pedigree is much the same as 
that of the senior sire but turned 
upside down, he being a son of Win- 
terthur Bess Ormsby Great from 
perhaps the greatest daughter of 
Jemima Riverside Boast Ormsby 
Dad—the famous old Jasa cow, who 
has produced in seven lactations, all 
except the first in Class C, a total of 
126,980 lbs. milk, 4,983 lbs. fat. 
The mating of “Quinx” with daugh- 
ters of “Jupiter” greatly intensifies 
the King of the Ormsbys lines and 
appears to be a real cross, judging 
from the first calves that have ar- 
rived from these matings. 

The college herd this past sum- 
mer completed its first consecutive 
year of Herd Improvement Registry, 
with a five year average on 18 head 
in B and C of 13,052 lbs. milk, 3.8%, 
471.5 lbs. fat. Their best herd aver- 
age came in 1937 when the 18 head 
in B and C of 13,052 lbs. milk, 3.6%, 
milk, 515.9 lbs: fat, and they have 
never yet had an average below 436 
lbs. fat. 

In addition to their Herd Test, 
the M. S. C. herd has long been 
active in Advanced Registry and 
DHIA work and some great lifetime 
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records have been developed in the 
herd. Perhaps the greatest is that 
of the late Bay State Colantha 
Princess, who died last year after 
piling up a 15-year total of 207,- 
910.2 lbs. milk, 7,940.5 lbs. fat, with 
A. R. records up to 995 lbs. fat. 


Quite a good many years ago a 
bull named Sir Star Inka Superior 
came into the herd. I just remember 
him as a son of Sir Inka Superior 
Segis and he was a herd improver, 
His daughters were large bodied 
cows with extreme dairy characteris- 
tics and although not fancy show 
animals were all good useful dairy 
cows. Two of them still remain in 
the herd, Bay State Superior Star, 
classified Very Good and with seven 
descendents in the herd, and Bay 
State Superior Countess, classified 
Good Plus, with two good daughters 
in the herd. ‘Star’ has a nine-year 
total of 114,933 lbs. milk with 4% 
test and ‘Countess’? an eight-year 
total of 127,334 Ibs. milk with 
3.66% test, and both are still pro- 
ducing and breeding normally. The 
dam of ‘‘Countess’” made 1,022 Ibs. 
fat in one year and produced 120,100 
lbs. milk in eight years. 


Massachusetts State College has 
long been known for the way the 
college authorities cooperate with 
the farm, dairy and breed organiza- 
tions of the state. This was well 
exemplified last summer when the 
New England State Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association accepted the invita- 
tion of the college to hold their 
annual field day on the beautiful 
and spacious college grounds. The 
program that day included a stirring 
and thought-provoking address by 
President Hugh P. Baker of the col- 
lege, who is one of New England’s 
finest orators. Prof. Rice not only 
conducted the judging contest but 
also gave an address based on his 
studies of proved sires. Dr. J. G. 
Archibald, Research Professor of 
Animal Husbandry gave us the latest 
dope on their molasses’ grass and 
phosphoric acid silage experiments 
and Farm Manager Parsons had 
specimens of college Holsteins and 
Percherons paraded for _ inspection 
while he described their breeding 
program. 


The idea I am trying to bring out 
is that Massachusetts State College is 
more than just a place where the 
young people of the state can get an 
education. It occupies a position of 
real leadership in farm, dairy and 


breeding activities of the state and 
we of Massachusetts take real pride 
in our State College.

The adoption of a permanent herd 
record system based upon the identi- 
fication of every animal in the herd 
and upon the current reporting of 
lactation production has made it 
possible to automatically prove sires 
for members of standard dairy herd 
improvement association. No longer 
does association testing teach only 
feeding according to production and 
permit intelligent herd culling, for 
this national record system has made 
it possible to use comparable herd 
management and production in 
formation in the selection of breed- 
ing animals. 

The Bureau of Dairy Industry has 
recently published its third proved 
sire list, Miscellaneous Publication 
353. It previously published lists 
277 and 315. In all, production in- 


published on a total of 3,366 differ- 
ent proved sires, of which 127 were 
Ayrshires, 78 Brown Swiss, 757 
Guernsey, 1,689 Holstein, 642 Jer- 
sey, 12 Milking Shorthorn, 1 Red 
Polled and 12 unregistered sires. 
Only 1,379, or 41 per cent, out of 
the above 3,366 D. H. I. A. Proved 
Sires increased production when 
mated to dams with a production 
level of 300 pounds butterfat or 
above. The table below will give 
some measure of the breeding worth 
of the above 1,689 Holstein sires ac- 
cording to a plan of measuring by 
the stars which has been in use at 
the Wisconsin College since the first 
of the year.

NEW YORK COUNCIL MEETS 

The meeting of the Advisory Coun- 
cil of the New York Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association, in Utica, November 
9, drew a good and representative 
attendance from all parts of the 
state. President Carl Wooster pre- 
sided and after appropriate remarks, 
called for a membership and financ- 
jal report from Secretary W. D. 
Brown, who also reported on the 
successful showing of New York 
Holsteins and State Herds at the 
New York State Fair. The Milk 
committee report was also given and 
Bill Prescott reported briefly on the 
National Dairy Show. 

Secretary Brown described the 
proposed new metal road signs to 
be erected in front of the farms of 
members of the State Association, 
costs were discussed and plans for 
financing suggested. 

Following lunch, Dr. M. C. Bend 
of the Farm Economics Department 
of Cornell University gave an inter- 
esting and instructive talk, illus- 
trated with charts showing trends in 
prices, costs and production on New 
York’s dairy farms. His conclusion 
was that for the long pull, condi- 
tions for the dairy farmers of the 
state appear somewhat favorable but 
with no great boom in sight. 

Dorr McLaury, chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, spoke informally and interest- 
ingly on national plans and policies, 
stressing the importance of construc- 
tive legislation on milk standardiza- 
tion and Bang’s Disease control. He 
referred to the forthcoming changes 
in registration fees and urged breed- 
ers to get all animals over six months 
old registered before January 1 when 
the new fees for older animals go 
into effect. He also referred to the 
so-called Misner plan of reducing 
transfer fees to members of State 
Associations who are also members 
of the National Association and sug- 
gested that it might be good busi- 


ness to drop this requirement of 
National membership. 
The Resolutions Committee, con- 


sisting of Prescott, Cowles and Van 
Valkenburg, brought in five resolu- 


tions which were unanimously 
passed. The first urged the New 
York Legislature to appropriate 


$20,000 for the program of exten- 
sion work in dairy cattle breeding, 
which means herd analysis work 
from DHIA records; the second re- 
quested the State Fair authorities 
to keep the Coliseum arena free from 


obstructions during judging; the 
third requested the State Fair 
authorities to reduce entry fees 
which were double last year; the 


fourth urged constructive legislation 
on milk standardization which will 
be fair to all breeds; and the fifth 
recommended a program of calfhood 
vaccination against Bang’s Disease 
with the understanding that such a 
program shall not jeopardize the 
present test and slaughter program. 

Dorr McLaury’s suggestion in re- 
gard to the Misner plan was brought 
up and after full discussion it was 
voted that the meeting go on record 
as favoring an amendment to drop 
the requirement for National Asso- 
ciation membership and a formal 
resolution along this line is to be 
presented at the Annual Meeting in 
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January for action by the delegates 
and members there. 

Harry Stowe of Chemung County 
moved that a committee be appointed 
to re-district the state on the basis 
of State Association membership, ex- 
plaining that in at least one of the 
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present director districts there is not 
a single organized local club. After 
some discussion this motion was car- 
ried, President Wooster announcing 
that he would appoint the commit- 
tee later after giving the matter 
further study. This committee of

the sale at $305.00. She was con- 
signed by Philip O. Coblentz, Middle- 
town, Md., and purchased by Bemis 
Bros. Bag Co., Talladega, Ala. The 
demand for fresh cows was very 
strong and more could have been 
sold to advantage.

FRESH AGAIN 
Ionia Aaggie Sadie Vale, famed 
lifetime champion milk producer 
among cows still living, is reported 
as dropping a fine heifer calf by the 
artificial services of King Bessie 
Korndyke Ormsby, the four times 
All-American son of King Bessie, 
The little lady is reported to be the 
the first ‘‘test-tube baby’”’ to arrive 
in the Michigan State Herds. The 
accompanying picture shows mother 
and daughter with Herb Miller, 
herdsman at Ionia State Hospital, 
and live wire secretary of the Michi- 
gan Holstein-Friesian Association, 
From the loving smile with which 
Herb is regarding his favorite cow 
and her daughter, one would never 
guess at his disappointment that the 
calf did not prove to be a bull. The 
Ionia people had hoped for a future 
herd sire from this mating and have 
been steeling themselves against the 
many flattering offers of four-figure 
prices that they have been receiving 
in anticipation of the birth of a bull. 
Now they have nothing to do but 
breed her again and hope for better 
luck next time. As her calving rec- 
ord now stands at four bulls and 
five heifers, the law of averages 
should bring a bull next time. 


It may seem a bit optimistic to 
speak of ‘‘next time’ when referring 
to a cow almost thirteen years old, 
but Sadie is that kind of a cow. She 
has produced in her first eight lac- 
tations the enormous total of 206,- 
859.9 lbs. milk, with three records 
above 900 lbs. fat each. And a top 
years production of 30,015.7 Ibs. 
milk, 934.4 lbs. fat, made 
at 7% years of age, when she also 
qualified for the 305-day division. 
No other living cow of any breed has 
equalled this life total under official 
supervision and only two cows in the 


United States living or dead are 
credited with larger records. They 
are La Vertex Quantity of U Neb, 


with 228,880.4 lbs. and Highfield Co- 
lantha Mooie with 213,425 lbs. If 
Sadie lives to complete another lac- 
tation, she is likely to crowd La Ver- 
tex Quantity from her pinnacle of 
fame. 


Believing in the theory of flowers 
for the living, the Ionia authorities 
are having a statuette of Ionia Aag- 
gie Sadie Vale made, which will per- 
petuate her memory. This is in ac- 
cordance with a promise made by 
Dr. C. P. Robertson, superintendent 
of Ionia State Hospital some three 
years ago to Herb Miller that he 
would have this done if and when 
Sadie exceeded the life record of 
that other great Michigan lifetimer, 
Traverse Colantha Walker, with 
200,114 Ibs., Michigan’s first 200,- 
000-lb. cow. Having achieved that 
goal, Sadie is now posing for her 
statuette. Dr. Wing Yates, a retired 
dentist in Waukegan, IIl., whose 
hobby is animal sculpture, has been 
engaged to do the work, using dental 
instruments, so we are told, in shap- 
ing the clay model. No doubt the 
Ionia crowd will put on some kind 
of a party when the statuette is ul- 
veiled.

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Holsteins in War-Torn China 


By DR. F. DICKINSON 


Just over a decade ago we wrote 
you that we had brought into this 
far western province of China the 
first pure bred Holstein Friesian 
bull—Kaifeng King Sylvia Model 
No. 415340. This animal was the 
pioneer of dairy cattle improvement, 
not only in Szechuan, but, in what 


is now the great area of ‘Free 
China.” After a decade of breeding 
at the University in which a large 
number of Chinese dairymen took 


advantage of the services of this 
bull, we brought number two bull 
from the famous Culty Dairy in 
Shanghai. This non-registered Hol- 


stein-Friesian bull is carrying on the 
work of his fore-runner. It is in- 
teresting to note that the Culty Dairy 
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bull, who is just at his prime, has 
served over one hundred cows in 
the last six months, and all these 
cows are owned by Chinese dairy- 
men, who are now sure that the 
foreign “black and white’’ bull does 
improve considerably milk confor- 
mation in the progeny. 

Readers of the Holstein-Friesian 
World will probably be greatly sur- 
prised to learn that Madame Chiang 
Kai-Shek, the first lady of China is 
a keen advocate of cattle improve- 
ment and a great admirer of the 
“Black and White.” She and the 
Generalissimo launched what is 
known all over the world as the New 
Life Movement—which has as its 
main objective, the improvement of 
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The new electric exerciser in use in New Jersey Cooperative Artificial Breed- 


ing Association No. 1.

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the livelihood conditions of farmers 
and those engaged in home indus- 
tries. 

The philosophy of the New Life 
Movement in China and the changes 
which it is endeavoring to bring 
about are vividly symbolized in a 
picture which is shown in one of the 
illustrated lantern lectures which igs 
being widely shown. In the picture, 
a pavilion is being built by the Gen- 
eralissimo and Madame Chiang, and 
Chinese characters are inscribed to 
indicate the symbolic meanings. The 
foundation of the pavilion is called 
“THE REGENERATION OF THE 
CHINESE RACE.” On the left we 
see Madame Chiang busy with broom 
and dustpan sweeping out the waste 
of Complacency, sloppiness, corrup- 
tion and lack of spirit. On the right 
the Generalissimo is using the 
mortar of NEW LIFE to put to- 
gether the bricks of cleanliness, 
simplicity and efficiency. 


The pillars of the pavilion are 
the four moral standards of the 
movement; “Li,’”? meaning a regu- 
lated attitude of mind and heart 
which shows itself in behaviour; “TI,” 
meaning righteousness which leads 
to justice for all: ‘‘Lien,’’ meaning 
honest discrimination which leads 
to integrity in personal and public 


life; “Ch’ih,’’ meaning self-respect 
and honor. These standards are 
re-interpreted to meet the most 


pressing needs of a time of war and 
reconstruction, such as unity in na- 
tional life and loyalty to the leader. 

The Generalissimo is the head of 
the Movement and Madame Chiang 
is the Director-General. They have 
a devoted staff of men and women 
with branch organizations all over 
the country. 


One of the great problems in China 
is that of the livelihood of millions 
of people who find it difficult to se-

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cure the absolute essentials of daily 
life. It is in this field that we see 
so much being done to help the big 
majority of those in need that we 
see these two great leaders at their 
best. Some years ago Madame 
Chiang Kai Shek imported a large 
number of Holsteins to form the 
foundation of dairy cattle improve- 
ment, and started a school for the 
sons of men who had died in bring- 
ing about the revolution. The first 
lady could have spent her money in 
yachts and racing ponies, but some- 
thing constructive in the way of cat- 
tle improvement struck her imagina- 
tion. 


In the capital city of China, Nan- 
king, the Madame erected a Model 
hairy barn, put in up-to-date equip- 
ment for handling a large supply of 
fresh milk, and had built up a herd 
of pure bred cattle of about eighty 
head by the time that the Japanese 
military clique started their unde- 
clared war of aggression on China. 
With the rapid drive of the Japanese 
forces on Nanking, it became im- 
perative for the Madame to move 
her prize herd to another part of the 
country for safety, and the trek be- 
gan westward. Evacuation of 
civilians, officials and priceless treas- 
ures with inadequate facilities for 
transportation put a heavy load of 
responsibility upon Y. M. Wang de- 
voted herdsman, who succeeded in 
getting out of the trap caused by the 
heavy drive of the Japanese forces 
on the capital of China. It was no 
mean order to take charge of eighty 
head of cattle which included sev- 
eral mature bulls and start out for a 
safety zone—for every one knew 
that the Japanese soldiers had made 
a speciality of killing all the valu- 
able dairy cattle of all dairies in 
Shanghai in those areas outside of 
the international and foreign con- 
cessions. And so the trek of this 
national famous herd began on foot, 
by rail, truck and river steamer 
towards Hankow, Changsha, Ichang, 
and then up the Yangtse gorges to 
Chungking and on beyond to place 
of safety and future usefulness. In 
the long trek from Nanking to the 
far west the herd had its casualties 
brought on by difficulties in travel, 
shortage of feed — particularly 
roughage, and animal diseases. 
When at last the herd arrived in 
the capital of Szechuan the number 
had been reduced by more than 
50%, but still the indomitable and 
unconquerable spirit of the First 
Lady of the Land—exceedingly busy 
with National affairs, was not satis- 
fied until she was sure that the herd 
was safely housed, that definite 
plans had been made to build up the 
herd in numbers lost, and that plans 
were being made to organize the sur- 
plus bulls for breeding work in other 
centers for the benefit of Chinese 
dairymen and others. Dairy Cattle 
Improvement Associations are being 
organized in cooperation with the 
New Life Movement, in centers 
where the “cow population” war- 
rants the full time services of one 
or more. 


A “Travelling Bull’? plan has been 
drawn up for one of the senior bulls 
to visit definite centers where there 
are a number of dairy cows but, 
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where the number of available 
breeding cows does not warrant the 
full time services of such a valuable 
animal. The bull having given the 
maximum number of services during 
a given period of time, will then be 
sent to another part of the circuit 
where he will be stationed for some 
weeks or months acocrding to the 
demand of the given area. 

Due to the very limited number 
of Pure Bred Bulls available in all 
western China for breeding work, 
second, third and fourth generation 
improved bulls raised from the fif- 
teen years of cattle improvement are 
being placed in distant places to pre- 
pare the way of foundation animals 
for the time when more pure breds 
will be available.

NEW MICHIGAN RECORDS 

The October News Letter on Herd 
Improvement Registry, just received 
from Supt. Norton’s office, contains 
reports on several of the Michigan 
State Institution that finished this 
past summer with excellent aver- 
ages in H. I. R. Among them the 
highest is that of Ionia State Hos- 
pital, where 35 head, all in B, made 
the sensational average this year of 
526.9 lbs. fat from 15,718 lbs. milk. 
This completes nine consecutive 
years of Herd Test for this institu- 
tion, with a nine-year average of 15,- 
364 lbs. milk, 516.5 lbs. fat on an 
average of 33 head in A and B, 
which is far ahead of any other nine- 
year average ever reported for either 
milk or fat. In 1931 this herd had 
an off year with an average of 469 
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the Univefsity of Tennessee. Her 
excellent body and style placed her 
first in the three-year-old and then 
won the purple over the University 


of Tennessee’s two-year-old and 
George Atchley’s aged cow. 
The first prize aged cow, Bell- 


wood Ormsby Woodcrest Girl, is a 
remarkable cow with a great history 
as the foundation of a herd. She is 
now fourteen years old. Bought as 
a heifer from the former Bellwood 
Dairy herd of Maryville, Tennessee, 
this cow is the direct ancestor 
through the female line of every ani- 
mal except two in Mr. Atchely’s siz- 
able herd of good cattle. Although 
fourteen years old her good body, 
remarkable symmetry, and quality 
could not be denied. It was her fifth 
time to win at this show. 
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The University of Tennessee won 
fiat calf herd and young herd and 
George Atchley first dairy herd. The 
get of sire class was headed by the 
University’s get of Sir Colantha Barb 
Hero followed by George Atchley’s 
two gets of his grand champion bull, 
U. T. Ormsby Korndyke Lad in sec- 
ond and third. Riverside Dairy 
placed fourth on the get of Ideal Tri- 
tomia Lad. 

First produce of dam went to the 
produce of U. T. Ormsby De Kol 
Lass belonging to U. T. George 
Atchley took second on the produce 
of Bellwood Ormsby Woodcrest Girl. 

Riverside Dairy of Knoxville had 
first and second for two-year-old 
bulls and second and third for aged 
bulls and was in the money in most 
classes.

Just across the river from Ionia 

State Hospital is the Michigan Re- 
formatory, where a slightly larger 
herd has just completed its eleventh 
year of Herd Test, with an 11-year 
average of 13,618 lbs. milk, 450.7 
lbs. fat, making this the top 11-year 
herd in the country. There are now 
five of the Michigan State Herds that 
have had their 11th consecutive year 
reported and a sixth has finished its 
11th year and will no doubt soon be 
reported. These six 11-year herds, 
in addition to the champion Reform- 
atory herd, are those at Newberry, 
Howell, Pontiac, Wahjamega and 
Lapeer. The Branch Prison herd at 
Marquette is one of those just an- 
nounced with an average for the past 
year of 15,693 lbs. milk, 513.3 Ibs. 
fat on 25 headin B. This herd start- 
ed in 1929 and completed five years 
of Herd Test, then laid off for a cou- 
ple of years and has now completed 
another run of four consecutive 
years. In nine years of testing, this 
herd has made five averages from 
419 to 513 lbs. fat. 

Thus far the Michigan State Herds 
have had 111 Herd Test years of- 
ficially reported with at least five or 
six more soon to be announced. The 
111 averages include 67 from 400 
to 558 lbs. fat and only 16 that fell 
below the 350-lb. mark. 


HOLSTEIN AT KNOXVILLE
